Legislation au thorizing the ad­ 
ministration to set u p the machin­ 
ery to begin collection of a mu nici­ 
pal income tax May 1 is sched­ 
u led for presentation to Cou ncil 
Monday night. 
An ordinance will permit t h e 
administration to sign a contract 
with a qu alified firm of certified 
pu blic accou ntants to estabUsh a 
bookkeeping and record sy stem, 
set u p tbe office rou tine and start 
the new tax office fu nctioning. 
May or Fred P. Lawrence has 
indicated the contract will go to 
the firm of J. Emerson Dav is k 
Associates of You ngstown, which 
has established income tax col­ 
lection sy stems for many other 
Ohio cities. After the sy stem is 
fu nctioning, 
consu ltant steps 
ou t of the piclu re and the local 
office staff takes ov er. 
Among other things, the consu lt­ 
ant will hav e to recommend the 
withholding forms employ ers will 
be requ ired to file with the city 
qu arterly , along with fu nds they 
hav e dedu cted from pay checks, 
and indiv idu al reports that will be 
requ ired of bu sinesses and indiv i­ 
du als not su bject to withholding at 
the sou rce. 
He will set u p a check list of 
all potential tax pay ers, obtaining 
the names throu gh a stu dy ot 
telephone directories and the city 
directory and a hou se-to-hou se can­ 
v ass. 
A separate piece of legislation 
will create three positions in the 
new office that will administer the 
program. It will au thorize employ ­ 
ment of a su perv isor and two cler­ 
ical workers. 
Beginning May 1, the city will 
collect 80 cents on each $100 of 
income from indiv idu als, with a 
similar lev y on the net profits of 
biisinf*sses and corporations. The 
tax of eight tenths of one per cent 
was approv ed by Cou ncil April 10. 
It affects all city residents, wheth­ 
er they are employ ed here or ou t- 
of-town. as well as all residents of 
other commu nities employ ed in 
East Liv erpool. 
May or Lawrence estimated the 
tax will produ ce $400,000 annu ally

WASHINGTON ijf) — Sen. By rd

said today the gov ern­ 
ment appears headed toward an 
j eight billion dollar deficit nex t 
jy ^ r ev en withou t a general tax 
cu t. 
By rd, who heads the Senate Fi­ 
nance Committee, said in an in­ 
terv iew he agrees with Secretary 
of the Trea.su ry Anderson that red 
ink spending will top three billion 
dollars in the present fiscal y ear, 
which ends Ju ne 30. 
Anderson told the American So­ 
ciety of Newspaper Editors Fri­ 
day that ev en if federal rev enu es 
remain at a high lev el—which he 
said is u nlikely —there will be a 
deficit 
approaching fou r 
billion 
dollars in the y ear beginning Ju ly

President Eisen­ 
hower estimated there wou ld be a 
400 million dollar deficit this fis­ 
cal y ear and a 500 million dollar 
su rplu s nex t y ear.

By rd said he looks for a sharper 
drop in rev enu es than Anderson 
estimated. 
Anderson said the administra­ 
tion is giv ing daily consideration 
to whether a tax cu t wou ld be 
adv isable. He added that he is 
opposed to any abru pt redu ction, 
say ing modification of tax es mu st 
not be based “on the theory that 
a single dramatic action will au ­ 
tomatically be all that is requ ired 
to assu re bu siness recov ery .”

A raging bru sh and woods fire 
— fed 
by 
tinder-dry 
v egation 
and fanned by a slight breeze 
— swept ov er an estimated 500 
acres on Newell Heights Friday 
afternoon, endangering at least 
one home and cau sing damage 
estimated at sev eral thou sandsof 
dollars before being qu elled by 
fou r district fire departments. 
A 24-squ are-mile area s t i l l 
smou ldered today as officials 
from the State Conserv ation Of­ 
fice and the Monongahela Power 
Co. began an inv estigation into 
the cau se of the blaze — t h e 
largest bru sh fire to hit the Tri- 
State area this spring. 
The fast spreading fire sent 
u p a pall of smoke high ov er 


the v alley , cau sing mu ch con­ 
cern in East Liv erpool as down­ 
town shoppers watched the flam­ 
es and sparks mou nt sky ward. 
The fire broke ou t abou t 2:15 
and brou ght u nder control abou t 
fou r hou rs later by abou t 6 0 v ol­ 
u nteer firemen f r om Newell, 
Chester, Lawrencev ille and New 
Cu mberland. 
Fiv e or six u tility poles of the 
power company and some 200 
small pine trees recently planted 
were consu med. 
A shortage of v olu nteer fire­ 
men hampered fighting of t h e 
blaze u ntil after it had got off 
to a roaring start among thick 
woods and bru shland and had 


dev eloped into a king-size inferno 
of billowing smoke.

A raging brush and woods fire 
— fed 
by 
tinder-dry 
vegation 
and fanned by a slight breeze 
— swept over an estimated 500 
acres on Newell Heights Friday 
afternoon, endangering at least 
one home and causing damage 
estimated at several thousandsof 
dollars before being quelled by 
four district fire departments. 
A 2 !2-square-mile area s t i l l 
smouldered 
today 
as officials 
from the State Conservation Of­ 
fice and the Monongahela Power 
Co. began an investigation into 
the cause of the blaze — t h e 
largest brush fire to hit the Tri­ 
state area this spring. 
The fast spreading fire sent 
up a pall of smoke high over 


the valley, causing much con­ 
cern in East Liverpool as down­ 
town shoppers watched the flam­ 
es and sparks mount skyward. 
The fire broke cwt about 2:15 
and brought under control about 
four hours later by about 60 vol­ 
unteer firemen f r o m Newell, 
Chester, Lawrenceville and New 
Cumberland. 
Five or six utility poles of the 
power company and some 200 
small pine trees recently planted 
were consumed. 
A shortage of volunteer fire­ 
men hampered fighting of t h e 
blaze until after it had got off 
to a roaring start among thick 
woods and brushland and had 


developed into a king-size inferno 
of billowing smoke. 
When 
additional 
firefighters 
arrived, t h e y were stationed 
around the blackened area at 
points to protect property near 
Joetown and east to the Chester 
district. 
Firemen believe that a man 
burning rubbish had caused the 
blaze as sparks had ignited a 
grassy fire near his home be­ 
fore spreading into the woods.

A 9-year-old East Liverpool area 
boy is in “poor” condition today at 
City Hospital with injuries received 
when struck by a car on Route 170, 
the Fredericktown Rd., about four 
and a half miles north of Calcutta 
Friday at 5:20 p.m.

Fortu nately , U.S. priv ate enterprise sy s­ 
tem was not relu ctant to pu t its best foot 
forward at Bru ssels. American ex hibits will 
be conspicu ou s in all parts of the Bru ssels 
Fair. Fiv e U.S. firms hav e erected their own 
pav ilions. More than half a hu ndred priv ate 
concerns hav e donated 
display s, 
produ cts 
and equ ipment for either the U.S. pav ilion 


or other specialized areas of the ex hibition 
g rou nds. 
They reg ard the Bru ssels Fair as a chance 
to reach a potential au dience of 35 million 
people in the nex t sev en months — most of 
them the kind of people the United States 
and American enterprise need to reach in 
the effort to balance the Sov iet Union’s claim 
that it is destined to ride the wav e of the 
fu tirre, while capitalism is left stranded on 
the beach. 
The Bru ssels v isitors will g et the idea that 
it is g oing to be tou g h to strand capitalism on 
the beach when it equ als and in some par­ 
ticu lars ex ceeds the 
U.S. 
g ov ernment 
in 
enterprise, precisely the thing most likely to 
hav e an impact on Eu ropeans. They know 
all abou t the limitations of political enter­ 
prise, hav ing liv ed u nder its limitations all 
their liv es. 
It shou ld be a refreshing chang e to dis­ 
cov er what can happen when priv ate enter­ 
prise is not u nder the absolu te control of poli­ 
ticians. 


The Peo ple’s Right To Kno w 


A Michig an representativ e, Clare Hoffman, 
made a crack abou t the newspaper lobby on 


the floor of the Hou se the other day , say ing 
it had become all-powerfu l becau se newspa­ 


pers were su pporting a bill to keep g ov ern­ 
ment officials from misu sing an ancient law 
to withhold pu blic information. 
The Hou se su bsequ ently passed the bill and 
sent it to the Senate. Bu t Rep. Hoffman and 
others who may think as he does abou t the 
fig ht to make pu blic information av ailable 
to the pu blic need to be set straig ht abou t 
the intent of the fig ht. 
The intent is not to open the files of g ov ­ 
ernment departments willy -nilly to any g pe 
who wants to look at them. The intent is to 
keep pu blic officials on the defensiv e abou t 
their bu reau cratic instinct to cov er u p what 
they want to conceal. 
Newspapers deal with this situ ation day by 
day in the performance of their fu nction, 
w'hich is to report the news. The only way 
they can ju stify the constitu tional g u arantee 
of freedom g ranted to their readers in the 
First Amendment of the Bill of Rig hts is to 


be eternally v ig ilant ag ainst threats to free­ 
dom of information by g ov ernment serv ants. 
When the same threats are made by ‘pri­ 
v ate persons and ag encies, newspapers are 
free to find ou t what they want to know any 
way they can. Bu t when a pipsqu eak in a 
pu blic office tries to ride herd on them by 
citing some fu ddy -du ddy law that nev er was 
intended to be u sed to su ppress information, 
they bring it to pu blic attention. 
The people of this cou ntry maintain their 
own lobby for the rig ht to know w’hat pu blic 
officials are doing ; newspapers hav e no pow­ 
er in themselv es to force pu blic officials to 
disclose what they want to hide. The Hou se 
of Representativ es has responded to pu blic 
opinion by passing the bill to stop the misu se 
of one ancient law. The Senate is ex pected 
to be at least as v ig ilant as the Hou st. 
There will be other misu ses and abu ses 
of laws to keep the pu blic bu siness ou t of 
pu blic sig ht — and as they arise they will 
be called to attention, probably by newspa­ 
pers, becau se newspapers are in the best 
position to know what is being hidden and 
who is interested in doing the hiding . 


The Issue Is Still Educatio n 


The early impu lse to conclu de that reli­ 
g iou s persecu tion was inv olv ed in the Way ne 
Cou nty school - attendance case becau se the 
families inv olv ed were members of an Amish 
sect has been pretty well cooled off.

Ru ssian ju dg es at a Moscow mu sic festiv al 
awarded first prize to a 23-y ear-old American 
pianist. Van Clibu rn, ov er 49 competitors, in­ 
clu ding many Ru ssians. The American has 
become a Moscow bobby -sox ers’ idol and is 
winning the plau dits of the Sov iet Union. 
A pianist s e e m s to hav e done more for 
warming u p Ru ssian-American relationships 
in one weekend than all ou r diplomats hav e 
done in a decade. It’s news when a piano re­ 
cital eclipses spu tniks and intercontinental 
missiles and when a boy piani.st takes the 
play away from the nu clear bomb desig ners. 
Fancy the cold war. New York Ju lliard 
School of Mu sic, American piano techniqu e, 
Moscow festiv al, Tchaikov sky ’s Piano Concer­ 
to No. 1 and “Deep in the Heart of Tex as’’ 
all blending tog ether in a Sov iet Union demon­ 
stration of cordiality and honest v oting . 


CLIBURN HAS BEEN g iv ing concerts all 
ov er America for a few y ears withou t win­ 
ning the fame Moscow’ bestowed on him in 
one appearance. There were 16 Sov iet ju rors 
and they g av e him first prize ov er the Ru s­ 
sian fav orite and a score of satellite piano 
play ers of distinction. 
.An American had been thou g ht to hav e as 
mu ch chance of winning a Tchaikov sky and 
Rachmanoff fete in Moscow as Sg t. Preston 
had of winning a Siberian dog -team race. It 
su rprised and pleased Americans, many of 
whom are now for su spending intercontinental 
ballistic missiles and concentrating on inter­ 
continental piano play ers. 


WHAT .MAKES the Moscow award more re­ 
markable is the fact Clibu rn is not only an 
American bu t the sPn of a capitalistic oil com­ 
pany ’s employ e and was sent to Ru ssia on a 
Rockefeller award. (It looks as if he wou ld 
hav e won ev en if he had taken piano lessons 
in Wall Street.) It’s so u nu su al that skeptics 
are su specting a clev er propag anda switch by 
which Khru shchev wants to heig hten his pic­ 
tu re of a Ru ssia with a prog ram of sweetness 
and lig ht for the U.S. 
Howev er, let’s take it at face v alu e. It is 
okay here when an American kid and his 
piano in orbit arou nd Rachmananoff eclipses 
spu tniks in orbit arou nd the earth.

BOSTON 
On the afternoon of March 14, it

any members. The Ford assembly 
plant had shifted its equ ipment to 
another part of the nation—and the 
local u nion chiefs were u nemploy ­ 
ed, along with their members. 
TTie plant wou ld hav e mov ed, 
slu mp or no slu mp and the u nion 
officials wou ld hav e had to set ou t 
to look for other workers to lead, 
slu mp or no slu mp. Bu t now they 
will find the fields of u nion leader­ 
ship, 
org anizing 
and 
edu cation 
jammed with u nemploy ed u nion of­ 
ficials—and g etting more crowded 
all the time. 
Hard times are throwing u nion 
ex ecu tiv es ou t of work, too. 
Du es pay ments are falling off 
and the u nions find they mu st re­ 
trench if they want to stay solv ent. 
Among the hardest hit, of cou rse, 
is the United Au to Workers Union, 
led by Walter Reu ther, Tru e, the 
u nioij now is worth some $35,700,- 
000 in total assets. Bu t y ou ju st 
don’t tu rn all or part of y ou r net 
worth into cash to ride ov er the 
hu mp when the road is rou g h. You 
try to finance y ou r way . 


AND THE REPORTS are that 
the Au to Union’s leadership has 
been 
discu ssing 
borrowing 
any ­ 
where from two to fou r million 
dollars to tide it ov er. It’s a sig n 
of the times that Reu ther and his 
colleag u e, UAW Secretary -Treas- 
u rer Emil Mazey , can hav e their 
choice of banks. 
The u nion has some three mil­ 
lion dollars in “liqu id assets.” Bu t 
these are tied u p in mortg ag e loans 
to locals across the land. Also, 
considerable fu nds were pu t into 
ex pansion of Solidarity Hou se, the 
UAW national headqu arters in De­ 
troit. These mortg ag es are now be­ 
ing u sed for collateral on loans 
to operate the u nion for the nex t 
y ear or two. There is almost 25 
million dollars in the strike fu nd 
bu t this money can’t be tou ched. 
Actu ally , the UAW, for the mom­ 
ent, is operating on a month-to- 
month cash deficit. The word is 
that at least 250,000 members can 
no long er pay du es—and some 
u nion sou rces actu ally pu t the fig ­ 
u re at 400,000. The monthly du es 
pay ments are $3 per member and 
are shared by the locals and the 
national office. This adds u p to a 
loss across cou ntry of from $750,- 
000 to $1,200,000 a month. That’s 
a lot of operating rev enu e to lose. 


FURTHER.MORE, 
there’s 
at 
least one v ery rou g h month ahead. 
The u nion ex pects the Big Ti^ee 
au to companies to shu t u p shop 
for abou t a month—not necessarily 
at the same time—to g iv e their 
dealers time to sell the 9 00,000 cars 
now on hand. This wou ld mean a 
fu rther loss in du es income—for al-

Thu s the decision of the Atomic 
Energ y Commission in Ju ne 19 54 
reads in part as follows: 
“Dr. Oppenheimer has now ad­ 
mitted u nder oath that while in 
charg e of the Los Alamos labora­ 
tory and working on the most 
secret weapon dev elopment for the 
g ov ernment, he told Colonel Pash 
a fabrication of lies. Col. Pash was 
an officer of military intellig ence 
charg ed with the du ty of protecting 
the atomic weapons project ag ainst 
spies. Dr. Oppenheimer told Col. 
Pash in circu mstantial detail of an 
attem pt by a Sov iet ag ent to ob­ 
tain from him information abou t 


the work on the atom bomb. This 
was the Haakon Chev alier incident. 
In the hearing s recently conclu ded. 
Dr. 
Oppenheimer 
u nder 
oath 
swears that the story he told Col. 
Pash was a “whole fabrication and 
tissu e of lies.’ 
“ It is not clear today whether 
the accou nt Dr. Oppenheimer g av e 
to Col. Pash in 19 43 concerning the 
Chev alier incident or the story he 
told the Gray board last month is 
the tru e v ersion. 
“ If Dr. Oppenheimer lied in 19 43, 
as he now say s he did, he com­ 
mitted the crime of know'ng ly 
making false and m aterial state­ 
ments to a federal officer. If he 
lied to the board, he committee 
perju ry in 19 54 . . . 
“Dr. Oppenheimer, u nder oath, 
admitted to the Gray board that 
from 19 37 to at least 19 42 he made 
re,-;u lar and su bstantial contribu ­ 
tions in cash to the Commu nist 
party . He has admitted that he 
was a ‘fellow-trav eler’ at least u n­ 
til 19 42. He admits that he attended 
small ev ening meeting s at priv ate 
homes at which most, if not all, 
of the others present were Com­ 
mu nist party members. He was in 
contact with officials of the Com­ 
mu nist party , some of whom had 
been eng ag ed in espionag e. .. 


“ HOWEVER, Dr, Oppenheimer’s 
early Commu nist associations are 
not in themselv es a controlling rea­ 
son for ou r decision. They take on 
importance in the contex t of his 
persistent and continu ing associa­ 
tion with 
Commu nists, 
inclu ding 
his a d m i 11 e 
meeting s with 
Haakon Chev alier in Paris as re­ 
cently as last December (19 53) — 
4he same indiv idu al who had been 
intermediary for the sov iet consu ­ 
late in 19 43. . . . 
“ It is clear that for one who has 
had access for so long to the most 
v ital defense secrets of the g ov ern­ 
ment and who wou ld retain su ch 
access if 
his 
clearance 
were 
continu ed. Dr, Oppenheimer has 
defau lted not once bu t many times 
u pon the oblig ations that shou ld 
and mu st be willing ly borne by 
citizens in the national serv ice. 
“Concern for the defense and se­ 
cu rity of the United States re­ 
qu ires t h a t Dr. Oppenheimer’» 
clearance s h ou l d not be rein­ 
stated.” 
If it was “ex cessiv e loay lty ” to 
his friends by Dr. 
Oppneheimer 
and less concern for the main­ 
tenance of the secu rity reg u lations 
of Ws own g ov ernment, can this 
be reg arded in the circu mstances 
as

“solid, 
sterling American 
trait” ? Was it also ju st an “oc­ 
casional disdainfu l attitu de toward 
cops” ? Or was it, as the official 
record 
shows 
a 
case 
of “de­ 
liberately misleading ” the cops? 
Commissioner Thomas E. Mu r­ 
ray , who was one of fou r members 
of the Atomic Energ y Commission 
who v oted to deny Dr. Oppen­ 
heimer secu rity clearance, went 
father than all his colleag u es. In 
a concu rring opinion, after rev iew­ 
ing the ev idence, he said flatly the 
noted scientist: “He was disloy al.” 
The commission itself did not 
charg e disloy alty bu t a “presistent 
and willfu l disreg ard for the obli­ 
g ations of secu rity .” 


A Matter Of Veracity

Since this colu mn appears in a 
g reat many cities where the name 
of v eteran reporter Arthu r Krock 
is well known bu t in which 
his 
cu rrent articles in The New York 
Times are not in g eneral circu la­ 
tion, I feel that it will serv e the 
cau se of tru th and national inter­ 
est ti present the following story . 
In former President 
Tru man’s 
statements 
before 
the 
Hou se 
Banking and Cu rrency Committee 
on Tu esday , April 14 of this y ear, 
he was asked abou t an interv iew 
with him which was pu blished in 
The New York Times of Feb. 15, 
19 50. In Krock’s report of that in­ 
terv iew he qu oted the then Presi­ 
dent as say ing : “ It is a g ood 
thing that job-seeking shou ld g o 
on at all times. It is a healthy 
thing to hav e some u nemploy ­ 
ment. . . from three to fiv e mil­ 
lions is su pportable.” 
This was, incidentally , said by 
the head of the party which tried 
to jam throu g h a “fu ll employ ­ 
ment” bill in its orig inal 
form 
which, bu t for the labor of Sen. 
Taft, wou ld hav e been pa s s e d 
withou t v ital amendments. 
Last Tu esday , in answer to the 
cong rewman’s qu estion abou t this 
19 50 statement, Mr. Tru man said, 
and I qu ote from Krock’s article 
on April 15: “The former Presi­ 
dent replied: ‘This ex clu siv e 
in­ 
terv iew didn’t happen, it came ou t 
of the air.’ .A few minu tes later 
he said that *no newspaperman’ 
had ev er talked to him ‘abou t u n­ 
employ ment’ and that the passag e 
was only ‘a pu rported qu ite from 
m e.’ ” 
Krock then recites in detail how 
the interv iew was g iv en, how it 
was checked at the White Hou se 
and how the late Charles 
Ross, 
then secretary to the president, 
su g g ested 
no 
correction in the 
statement abou t u nemploy ment. 
.\n honest and responsible 
re­ 
porter’s integ rity in a m atter of 
this kind is the basis of his stand­ 
ing in the profession, the m ark of 
his personal honor. For any one 
thu s to impu g n it is a v ery ser­ 
iou s matter, ev en when it is a 
President who makes the denial. 
In his inimitable manneir of u n­ 
derstatement Krock say s: 
“The most tolerant conclu sion 
on this incident is that a mem­ 
ory , ex traordinary in its retention 
of ev ents in remote history , fails 
Mr. Tru man when the ev ent 
is 
part;of bis own and recent ex peri­ 


ence. 'The conclu sion is tolerant 
indeed of a disclaimer that im ­ 
pu tes fakery of an interv iew with 
a President of the United States, 
deception of his newspaper 
and 
the reading pu blic by the writer 
of the interv iew, and a g ross frau d 
committed on the Adv isory Board 
on Pu litzer Prizes (which in) 19 51 
certified the ex clu siv e interv iew 
as the 19 50 prize winner in na­ 
tional reporting .” 
To pu t the m atter blu ntly , su ch 
an attack by the former Presi­ 
dent merely confirms what 
any 
reasonable reader wou ld conclu de 
from reading the Tru man Memoirs 
and other u tterances since the na­ 
tion was reliev ed of his serv ices 
fiv e y ears ag o.

is

eye-catcher—a 
spectacular 
demonstration of design and construction. If 
Americans keep their mouths shut, the Rus­ 
sians and the Brussels visitors m ay never 
know that this government went into a shell, 
as it always daes, when it had a chance to 
m ake an investment in the right kind of 
propaganda. 
Fortunately, U.S. private enterprise sys­ 
tem was not reluctant to put its best foot 
forward at Brussels. American exhibits will 
be conspicuous in all parts of the Brussels 
Fair. Five U.S. firms have erected their own 
pavilions. More than half a hundred private 
concerns have donated 
displays, 
products 
and equipment for either the U S 
pavilion 


or other specialized areas of the exhibition 
grounds. 
They regard the Brussels Fair as a chance 
to reach a potential audience of 35 million 
people in the next seven months — most of 
them the kind of people the United States 
and American enterprise need to reach in 
the effort to balance the Soviet Union’s claim 
that it Is destined to ride the wave of the 
futirre, while capitalism is left stranded on 
the beach. 
The Brussels visitors will get the idea that 
it is going to be tough to strand capitalism on 
the beach when it equals and in some par­ 
ticulars exceeds the 
U.S. 
government 
in 
enterprise, precisely the thing most likely to 
have an im pact on Europeans. They know 
all about the limitations of political enter­ 
prise, having lived under its limitations all 
their lives. 
It should be a refreshing change to dis­ 
cover what can happen when private enter­ 
prise is not under the absolute control of poli­ 
ticians. 
l ite People s Right To Know 


A Michigan representative, Clare Hoffman, 


made a crack about the newspaper lobby on 


the floor of the House the other day, saying 


it had become all-powerful because newspa­ 


pers were supporting a bill to keep govern­ 


ment officials from misusing an ancient law 
to withhold public information. 
The House subsequently passed the bill and 
sent it to the Senate. But Rep. Hoffman and 
others who m ay think as he does about the 
fight to m ake public information available 
to the public need to be set straight about 
the intent of the fight. 
The intent is not to open the files of gov­ 
ernm ent departm ents willy-nilly to anyone 
who wants to look at them. The intent is to 
keep public officials on the defensive about 
their bureaucratic instinct to cover up what 
they want to conceal. 
Newspapers deal with this situation day by 
day in the performance of their function, 
which is to report the news. The only way 
they can justify the constitutional guarantee 
of freedom granted to their readers in the 
First Amendment of the Bill of Rights is to 


be eternally vigilant against threats to free­ 
dom of information by government servants. 
When the same threats are m ade by pri­ 
vate persons and agencies, newspapers are 
free to find out what they want to know any 
way they can. But when a pipsqueak in a 
public office tries to ride herd on them by 
citing some fuddy-duddy law that never was 
intended to be used to suppress information, 
they bring it to public attention. 
The people of this country maintain their 
own lobby for the right to know what public 
officials are doing; newspapers have no pow­ 
er in themselves to force public officials to 
disclose what they want to hide. The House 
of Representatives has responded to public 
opinion by passing the bill to stop the misuse 
of one ancient law. The Senate is expected 
to be at least as vigilant as the Houst. 
There will be other misuses and abuses 
of laws to keep the public business out of 
public sight — and as they arise they will 
be called to attention, probably by newspa­ 
pers, because newspapers are in the best 
position to know what is being hidden and 
who is interested in doing the hiding. 


The Issue Is Still Education 


The early impulse to conclude that reli­ 
gious persecution was involved in the Wayne 
County school - attendance case because the 
families involved were m em bers of an Amish 
sect has been pretty well cooled off. 
The issue is still whether or not a minority 
of extrem ists inside the Amish faith can be 
forced to obey a state law that says children 
should attend school until they are at least 
16 years old. 
The outcome of the issue is problematic. 
Public authority is learning about the diffi­ 
culty 
of 
dealing with 
passive 
resistance 
among people who have no interest in up­ 
holding it as a m atter of principle. 
But the question growing out of the issue 
is more important than the issue: Should Ohio 
try to force children to attend school, when 
to do so merely leads to legal complica­ 
tions? 
The schools of this state are supported by 
taxpayers at local levels and the state lev- 


The Once Over 


Russian judges at a Moscow music festival 
awarded first prize to a 23-year-old American 
pianist, Van Cliburn, over 49 competitors, in­ 
cluding many Russians. The American has 
become a Moscow bobby-soxers’ idol and is 
winning the plaudits of the Soviet Union. 
A pianist s e e m s to have done more for 
warming up Russian-American relationships 
in one weekend than all our diplomats have 
done in a decade. It’s news when a piano re­ 
cital eclipses sputniks and intercontinental 
missiles and when a boy pianist takes the 
play away from the nuclear bomb designers. 
Fancy the cold war. New York Juliiard 
School of Music. American piano technique, 
Moscow festival, Tchaikovsky’s Piano Concer­ 
to No. I and “Deep in the Heart of Texas” 
all blending together in a Soviet Union demon­ 
stration of cordiality and honest voting. 


CLIBURN H \S BEEN giving concerts all 
over America for a few years without win­ 
ning the fame Moscow bestowed on him in 
one appearance. There were 16 Soviet jurors 
and they gave him first prize over the Rus­ 
sian favorite and a score of satellite piano 
players of distinction. 
An American had been thought to have as 
much chance of winning a Tchaikovsky and 
Rachmanoff fete in Moscow as Sgt. Preston 
had of winning a Siberian dog-team race. It 
surprised and pleased Americans, many of 
whom are now for suspending intercontinental 
ballistic missiles and concentrating on inter­ 
continental piano players. 


WHAT MAKES the Moscow award more re­ 
m arkable is the fact Cliburn is not only an 
American but the son of a capitalistic oil com­ 
pany’s employe and was sent to Russia on a 
Rockefeller award. (It looks as if he would 
have won even if he had taken piano lessons 
in Wall Street.) It’s so unusual that skeptics 
are suspecting a clever propaganda switch by 
which Khrushchev wants to heighten his pic­ 
ture of a Russia with a program of sweetness 
and light for the U.S. 
However, let's take it at face value. It is 
okay here when an American kid and his 
piano in orbit around Rachmananoff eclipses 
sputniks in orbit around the earth. 
The old advertising gag “ They smiled when 
he sat down to the piano” is more comforting 
than 
“ All 
out 
for 
the 
rocket 
race 
to 
the moon!” 


els to give children the opportunity of an ed­ 
ucation at public expense. 
The schools afford a privilege to young 
Americans that no country on earth ever at­ 
tem pted to provide before — an education 
for every young person who wants it.

X brough the trackless lands of Alaska during the Gold Rush days wafked Father Fran­ 
cis Monroe. Miners on the loneliest streams learned to know him. On one 500-mile trip, 
he lost his shoes; yet, he continued. He helped the sick and started a hospital. He carried 
one sick man miles on his back. 
He was an engineer and carpenter. While working on a church, a 25-foot timber 
toppled. He cried a warning to his helpers, then stood and broke the force of the blow 
with his own body. 
Six years later, after he had continued to carry on his inspiring work, a hospital 
examination revealed the blow had broken his back. Such was the power of his faith. 


Unions Feel Financial Pinch 


BOSTON 
On the afternoon of March 14, it 
might have been some dish clatter­ 
ing diner going out of business 
near an abandoned plant or a 
workshirt store 
with 
bargains 
in overalls. But 
over in near­ 
by Somerville, 
Mass., it was 
a local union 
going 
out 
of 
b u s i n e * s— 
p e r manently i 
shutting 
u p 
shop because it 
no longer had 
Victor Riesel 
any members. The Ford assembly 
plant had shifted its equipment to 
another part of the nation—and the 
local union chiefs were unemploy­ 
ed, along with their m em bers. 
The plant would have moved, 
slump or no slump and the union 
officials would have had to set out 
to look for other workers to lead, 
slump or no slump. But now they 
will find the fields of union leader­ 
ship, 
organizing 
and 
education 
jam m ed with unemployed union of­ 
ficials—and getting more crowded 
all the time. 
Hard times are throwing union 
executives out of work, too. 
Dues paym ents are falling off 
and the unions find they m ust re­ 
trench if they want to stay solvent. 
Among the hardest hit, of course, 
is the United Auto Workers Union, 
led by W alter Reuther. True, the 
unioij now is worth some $35,700,- 
000 in total assets. But you just 
don’t turn all or part of your net 
worth into cash to ride over the 
hump when the road is rough. You 
try to finance your way. 


AND THE REPORTS are that 
the Auto Union's leadership has 
been 
discussing 
borrowing 
any­ 
where from two to four million 
dollars to tide it over. It s a sign 
of the times that Reuther and his 
colleague, UAW Secretary-Treas- 
urer Em il Mazey, can have their 
choice of banks. 
The union has some three mil­ 
lion dollars in “liquid assets.” But 
these are tied up in mortgage loans 
to locals across the land. Also, 
considerable funds were put into 
expansion of Solidarity House, the 
UAW national headquarters in De­ 
troit. These m ortgages are now be­ 
ing used for collateral on loans 
to operate the union for the next 
year or two. There is almost 25 
million dollars in the strike fund 
but this money can’t be touched. 
Actually, the UAW, for the mom­ 
ent, is operating on a month-to- 
month cash deficit. The word is 
that at least 250,000 m em bers can 
no longer pay 
dues—and some 
union sources actually put the fig­ 
ure at 400.000. The monthly dues 
paym ents are $3 per m em ber and 
are shared by the locals and the 
national office. This adds up to a 
loss across country of from $750.- 
000 to $1,200,000 a month. That’s 
a lot of operating revenue to lose. 


FURTHERMORE, 
th e re s 
at 
least one very rough month ahead. 
The union expects the Big Thfee 
auto companies to shut up shop 
for about a month—not necessarily 
at the sam e time—to give their 
dealers time to sell the 900.000 cars 
now on hand. This would mean a 
further loss in dues income—for al-

most a million auto workers will 
have to take the furlough. 
So, reluctantly the union’s lead­ 
ership has decided to “ m ake ad­ 
justm ents” in its staff of 600 em ­ 
ployes on -the national office pay­ 
roll.

The proposed personnel cuts will

Also a “ service rep­ 
resentative” in each area. He's the 
fellow who helps locals deal with 
local plants on technical m atters. 
This would account for about 40 
officials.

Keeping The Record Straight On A Scientist

Oppenheimer, 
who 
was ruled to be a “ security risk” 
by the Atomic Energy Commission 
in 1954, made a speech Tuesday 
before the In- 
t e r n a tional 
P r e s s Insti- 
t u t e. 
What­ 
ever m istakes 
he might have 
made 
in 
the 
past woifld not 
h a v e 
come 
into p u b I i c 
notice 
again 
but the Amer- 
David Lawrence ican chairm an 
of the meeting, in introducing Dr. 
Oppenheimer, gave to the assem ­ 
bled journalists from all over the 
world an erroneous impression of 
why the scientist was denied ac­ 
cess to security data. This needs to 
be 
clarified 
lest 
an 
important 
group of newsmen from foreign 
lands depart with a mistaken con­ 
cept of what American policy was 
in this case. The chairm an said: 
“The charge, in brief, was ex­ 
cessive loyalty to one or two very 
old friends and an occasional dis­ 
dainful attitude toward the cops 
and I submit to you, ladies and 
gentlemen, those are two solid* 
sterling A m e r i c a n traits. Un­ 
fortunately they were somewhat 
out of style during a few months 
in 1954.” 
The chairm an added that there 
is “right now an ever-growing de­ 
mand in these United States, and 
particularly in the scientific com­ 
munity, that Dr. Oppenheimer be 
returned to active work for his gov- 
ernme i t.' 
No doubt there are some Ameri­ 
cans who feel that way and sin­ 
cerely believe that what Dr. Op­ 
penheimer did should not have 
caused him to be removed from 
the government councils on scienti­ 
fic m atters. There are others who 
feel that, had Dr. Oppenheimer’s 
advise against developing the H- 
bomb been followed, an im portant 
weapon would not perhaps have 
been available to the United States 
and that this country would subse­ 
quently have been at a serious 
advantage 
against 
Soviet 
Rus­ 
sia. 


BUT 
THE 
FACTS 
show 
the 
Atomic Energy Commission did not 
remove 
Dr. 
Oppenheimer 
from 
government councils 
because of 
the advice he gave against making 
the H-bomb but solely because of 
his lack of cooperation in security 
m atters. 
Thus the decision of the Atomic 
Energy Commission in June 1954 
reads in part as follows: 
“ Dr. Oppenheimer has now ad­ 
m itted under oath that while in 
charge of the Los Alamos labora­ 
tory and working on the most 
secret weapon development for the 
government, he told Colonel Pash 
a fabrication of lies. Col. Pash was 
an officer of m ilitary intelligence 
charged with the duty of protecting 
the atomic weapons project against 
spies. Dr. Oppenheimer told Col. 
Pash in circum stantial detail of an 
attem pt by a Soviet agent to ob­ 
tain from him information about 


the work on the atom bomb. This 
was the Haakon Chevalier incident. 
In the hearings recently concluded, 
Dr. 
Oppenheimer 
under 
oath 
sw ears that the story he told Col. 
Pash was a “whole fabrication and 
tissue of lies.’ 
“ It is not clear today whether 
the account Dr. Oppenheimer gave 
to Col. Pash in 1943 concerning the 
Chevalier incident or the story he 
told the Gray board last month is 
the true version. 
“ If Dr. Oppenheimer lied in 1943, 
as he now says he did, he com­ 
mitted 
the crim e 
of knowingly 
making false and m aterial state­ 
m ents to a federal officer. If he 
lied to the board, he committee 
perjury in 1954 . . . 
“ Dr. Oppenheimer, under oath, 
admitted to the Gray board that 
from 1937 to at least 1942 he m ade 
regular and substantial contribu­ 
tions in cash to the Communist 
party. He has admitted that he 
was a ‘feilow-traveler’ at least un­ 
til 1942. He adm its that he attended 
small evening meetings at private 
homes at which most, if not all, 
of the others present were Com­ 
munist party m embers. He was in 
contact with officials of the Com­ 
munist party, some of whom had 
been engaged in espionage .. 


“ HOWEVER, Dr. Oppenheimer’s 
early Communist associations are 
not in themselves a controlling rea­ 
son for our decision. They take on 
importance in the context of his 
persistent and continuing associa­ 
tion with 
Communists, 
including 
his 
a d rn i 11 e J meetings with 
Haakon Chevalier in Paris as re­ 
cently as last December (1953) — 
-the same individual who had been 
interm ediary for the soviet consu­ 
late in 1943. . . . 
“ It is clear that for one who has 
had access for so long to the most 
vital defense secrets of the govern­ 
ment and who would retain such 
access 
if 
his 
clearance 
were 
continued, Dr. Oppenheimer has 
defaulted not once but many times 
upon the obligations that should 
and m ust be willingly borne by 
citizens in the national service. 
“Concern for the defense and se­ 
curity of the United States re ­ 
quires t h a t Dr. Oppenheimer’s 
clearance s h o u l d not be rein­ 
stated.” 
lf it was “ excessive loaylty” to 
his friends by 
Dr. 
Oppneheimer 
and less concern for the m ain­ 
tenance of the security regulations 
of bis own government, can this 
be regarded in the circum stances 
as 
a 
“solid, 
sterling 
American 
trait” ? Was it also just an “ oc­ 
casional disdainful attitude toward 
cops” ? Or was it, as the official 
record 
shows 
a 
case 
of “ de­ 
liberately m isleading” the cops? 
Commissioner Thomas E. Mur­ 
ray, who was one of four mem bers 
of the Atomic Energy Commission 
who voted to deny Dr. 
Oppen­ 
heimer security clearance, went 
father than all his colleagues. In 
a concurring opinion, after review­ 
ing the evidence, he said flatly the 
noted scientist: “ He was disloyal.” 
The commission itself did not 
charge disloyalty but a “presistent 
and willful disregard for the obli­ 
gations of security.” 


A Matter Of Veracity

Since this column appears in a 
great many cities where the name 
of veteran reporter Arthur Krock 


is well known but in which 
his 
current articles in The New York 
Times are not in general circula­ 
tion, I feel that it will serve the 
cause of truth and national inter­ 
est ti present the following story. 
In former President 
Trum an’s 
statem ents 
before 
the 
House 
Banking and Currency Committee 
on Tuesday, April 14 of this year, 
he was asked about an interview 
with him which was published in 
The New York Times of Feb. 15, 
1950. In Krock’s report of that in­ 
terview he quoted the then Presi­ 
dent as saying: “ It is a g o o d 
thing that job-seeking should go 
on at all times. It is a healthy 
thing 
to 
have 
some 
unemploy­ 
ment. . . from three to five mil­ 
lions is supportable.” 
This was, incidentally, said by 
the head of the party which tried 
to jam through a “ full employ­ 
m ent” bill in its original 
form 
which, but for the labor of Sen. 
Taft, would have been p a s s e d 
without vital amendments. 
Last Tuesday, in answer to the 
congressm an’s question about this 
1950 statem ent, Mr. Trum an said, 
and I quote from Krock’s article 
on April 15: "The former Presi­ 
dent replied: ‘This exclusive 
in­ 
terview didn’t happen, it came out 
of the air.’ .A few minutes later 
he said that ‘no newspaperm an’ 
had ever talked to him ‘about un­ 
em ployment’ and that the passage 
was only ‘a purported quite from 
»*» 
me. 
Krock then recites in detail how 
the interview was given, how it 
was checked at the White House 
and how the late Charles 
Ross, 
then secretary to the president, 
suggested 
no 
correction in the 
statem ent about unemployment. 
An honest and responsible 
re­ 
porter’s integrity in a m atter of 
this kind is the basis of his stand­ 
ing in the profession, the m ark of 
his personal honor. 
For anyone 
thus to impugn it is a very ser­ 
ious m atter, even when it is a 
President who makes the denial. 
In his inimitable m anner of un­ 
derstatem ent Krock says: 
“ The most 
tolerant 
conclusion 
on this incident is that a m em ­ 
ory, extraordinary in its retention 
of events in rem ote history, fails 
Mr. Trum an when the event 
is 
part of his own and recent experi­ 


ence. The conclusion Is tolerant 
indeed of a disclaim er that im ­ 
putes fakery of an interview with 
a President of the United States, 
deception of his newspaper 
and 
the reading public by the w riter 
of the interview', and a gross fraud 
committed on the Advisory Board 
on Pulitzer Prizes (which in) 1951 
certified the exclusive interview 
as the 1950 prize winner in na­ 
tional reporting.” 
To put the m atter bluntly, such 
an attack by the form er Presi­ 
dent merely confirms what 
any 
reasonable reader would conclude 
from reading the Trum an Memoirs 
and other utterances since the na­ 
tion was relieved of his services 
five years ago.

Tells Congress Of 
His Objeetioiis To 
Self-Help Program 


WASHINGTON 
- Secretary 
of Agriculture Benson is not ready 
yet to surrender authority to run 
the government’s dairy industry 
aid programs. 
He has notified Congress of his 
position in this respect in voicing 
objections to a proposed self-help 
dairy program. Such a program 
would be run by an independent 
1.5-member board of dairymen ap­ 
pointed 
by 
the 
President 
from 
nominees proposed by milk pro­ 
ducers. 
Such a plan is being sponsored 
by the National Milk Producers 
Federation and the N a t i o n a l 
Grange. 
The dairy board would set dairy 
support prices, dispose of surplus­ 
es, collect assessments from dair­ 
ymen to finance normal surplus 
accumulations, 
and impose pro­ 
duction quotas. 
In a report to the House Agri­ 
culture 
Committee 
on 
the 
pro­ 
posal, the Agriculture Department 
said the responsibility for setting 
all farm price supports and for 
handling surpluses should be con­ 
tinued under one unified agency. 
The report said the proposal did 
not point the best way toward 
stability for milk producers. 
“ The self-help principle in its 
broad sense is a desirable objec­ 
tive for all agriculture,” the de­ 
partment 
said. 
“ Reaching 
this 
goal calls for a better adjustment 
between production and consump- 
ffon, 
more 
efficient 
production 
and 
marketing, 
more 
freedom 
from government regulations and 
interference, and less dependence 
upon government for price sup­ 
ports and related programs.” 
The House committee is consid­ 
ering adding the dairy proposal 
to a general farm bill covering 
new or revised programs for cot­ 
ton, feed grains, and wheat, as 
well as extension of present pro­ 
grams for wool and for disposal 
of farm surpluses abroad.

A substance called properdin dis­ 
covered at W’estern Reserve Uni­ 
versity in Cleveland is one of the 
encouraging clues found in the bat­ 
tle against cancer. Dr. J ohn A. 
Fraser told the Lions Club Friday 
at the Travelers Hotel. 
Research has proved properdin 
is high in a person with normal 
health and low in those stricken 
with cancer, the East Liverpool 
physician, a state trustee of the 
American Cancer Society, said. 
Dr. Fraser discussed the effects 
of lung cancer and pointed out a 
survey in England and Denmark 
has done much to cancel the be­ 
lief smog is responsible for lung 
cancer. 
England has vast amounts of 
smog and Denmark has none but 
the rale of lung cancer is the same 
in each country, he said. He quot­ 
ed the answer of a leading cancer 
specialist to a question about so- 
called “ filter tip” cigarettes and 
lung cancer: “ ‘They help sell the 
cigarettes.’ ” 
He 
urged 
heavy 
smokers 
to 
have their lungs x-rayed every six 
months and all persons to have 
an immediate examination if any 
abnormality shows up. 
The B r i t i s h government has 
launched a campaign warning the 
English 
against the dangers of 
s.moking, but the U.S. government 
has not acted “ because we are 


commercial - minded,” Dr. Fras­ 
er said.

$1 million a day in taxes and their 
yearly U x bill is $ 1V4 billion,” he 
said. 


Dr. Fraser pointed out the Amer­ 
ican Cancer Society was founded 
in 19 13 and has as its chief aims 
the discovery of the cause, ways 
to cure cancer, ways to prevent 
it and means of alleviating pain 
and suffering.

X-rays from the watch 
could be many times more dan­ 
gerous to your descendants than 
fallout. 
Fallout 
frightens 
and 
causes 
moral concern primarily because 
of the hereditary damage it is, 
will, or might be causing. 
Scientists disagree on the extent 
of this risk because so little is 
known directly about the effects of 


I radiation 
on 
human 
heredity. 
'They have to guess from studies 
of fruit flies, plants and small 
’ animals, which don’t take 20 years 
to produce one generation. 
One expert guess is that natural 
radioactivity is causing about 10 
per cent of all changes in human 
genes, the carriers of hereditary 
traits. 
Most — but not all — geneticists 
think any dose of radiation, how­ 
ever small, adds to this risk of 
genetic damage, especially if it is 
continued long enough. 
So therefore fallout would be 
producing some genetic damage,

Some scientists say the addition 
is practically imperceptible. Oth­ 


ers 
say 
that, 
in 
time, 
fallout 
means hundreds of thousands of 
infants will be lost in miscarri­

letter, in the first grade. When 
they do, someone should be ready 
and willing to spell words they are 
not sure about. Their zeal to spell 
correctly can help them w i t h 
reading and vice versa. 


WHILE THE CHILD may leaVn 
to read a bit without recognizing 
many of the letters, he won t get 
far Sometimes a young child who 
is learning to read may be so 
eager that he will spell out words! 
in his primer while his mother is 
busy, so that she can name these 
words for him without seeing them. 
He may also learn to spell as he 
does so. This child should be en­ 
couraged to go on doing this. 
No matter what grade a child 
is in, he aertainly can’t learn to* 


spell without recognizing all t h e 
letters. Checking on this should 
be the first step in helping any 
child who has spelling difficulties. 
Both for learning to spell and 
lo read, the child needs to have 
practice with simple basic sounds. 
Start him at getting sounds of 
whole words and see how simple 
ones like pan, fan, man, which 
can be pictured, r h y m e ; how 
groups of pictured w’ords like pan. 
pot. pup. start with the same letter 
and sound. 


VERY' SOON, however, the child 
needs to learn that words are not 
all spelled phonetically; that he 
just needs to learn their spelling 
by heart. He needs to see such 
a word, a short one; to say this 
word as he looks at it and to name 
in order the letters in it, while 
looking carefully at them. 
Have him say this word again 
and name its letters in order as he 
looks at them. Urge him to do all 
this over and over and not to try 
himself out before he is sure he 
can spell it correctly. 
It may be well to have him 
write it as he looks at it, but bad 
to have him write it without look­ 
ing at it, until he is sure he knows 
its spelling by heart. 
The main thing in learning to 
spell is never to s p e l l a word 
wrong.
